“Once Lord gePaulet, in command of the British 
man-of-war Ci 
ran into the har’ of: Honolulu and took a look at tne 
islands.

Every. public position there is gained:ss the 
result’ of success at an examination, and. ss any’ unfsir- 
ness .or favouritism on the part of the examinef’ is 
punished ‘by death, the examinations are, I believe, on 
the whole, honestly and fairly conducted. In. view ‘of 
the ext ty history of the Chinese Empire, it is 
impossible to deny that the examination test may be very, 
efficient. 

“We have, on a more limited scale, similar results in 
the administration of the Indian Empire, where positions 
are now won as the result of competitive examinations. 
It is very difficult, however, to apply any such principle 
to English political life, partly because election is deter- 
mined, not by the merit of the candidate, but ‘by. fe 
preferences of the electors, and partly because a Member 
of Parliament is a legislator, and not. an administrator. 
The most distinguished and successful of our ‘Prime 
Ministers and statesmen have never been in business, 
and have not known much about business.

E. D. asks, Why not s rational theatre? Afatindes, he 
savs, with considerable truth, sre somewhat ghastly, 
and e.ening performances are inconvenient to the 
great majority of playgoers. He suggests that there 
should be at least one theatre in London which 
instead of opening its doors between seven and eight 
should commence at about four, or even five, with a 
short piece. That such an alteration would be keenly 
appreciated by the fashionable world there can be no 
doubt. The present arrangement seriously dis- 
organises the most important function of the day— 
the dinner-hour, whereas if a theatre began at four 
in the afternoon it would allow ample time to get 
home and dress for dinner at eight, which is the usual 
hour in the West-end. In the second place, the ad- 
vantages of a rational theatre to people living in the 
country, or the more remote and inaccessible London 
suburbs, deserve careful attention. Many people 
who avvid matinées, either on principle or because 
they interfere with business or shopping, are quite 
unable to patronise an evening performance for want 
of a convenient train home at midnight, and they do 
not care to go to the expense of staying the night at 
a hotel or perhaps of driving in a hansom many miles 
beyond the radius. Nor must it be forgotten that 
many City men, who have to take thought for to- 
morrow’s work, would doubtless be glad of an oppor- 
tunity of going to the theatres without being kept up 
late on an early dinner and going to bed on a late 


supper.

Carraway asks me to tell him 
whether it is a measure of quantity or quality, weight 
or fineness. By jewellers it is used as 
both. Goldsmiths and assayers divide the troy pound, 
ounce, or any other weight, into twenty-four parts and 
call each a carat, In determining the fineness of a 
precious metal, therefore trenty- bint carata is con- 
sidered the standard of purity; hence 4 twenty-two 
carat gold ring would contain twenty-two parts of 
pure gold and two parts of somo alloy. The carat in 
this sense has no absulute weight; it merely denotes 
a ratio.
